^\wild idea suggested in the pressbook was for 
the theatre owners to build their own monster. 
All they had to do was find a tree trunk that j 
was about seven feet tall and maybe it would 
even have some branches on it so it could more 
closely resemble the TABANGA. Their sign art— | 
ist could paint or chisel out the monster's 
features then they could put TABANGA in front 
of their theatre. They could also add some 
lighting to enhance the creature's scariness. 
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Following their success in 1957 with 
CORSE OF FRANKENSTEIN, Hammer released 
DRACULA in 1958. The much better de- 
scriptive title HORROR OF DRACULA was 
used in the United States. This mov- 
ie was the horror highlight of the 50 's 
and presented Christopher Lee in a new 

exciting interpretation of Dracula. 

I still remember seeing the first 
photo from the movie on the back of 
Castle of Frankenstein # 4. The lob- 
by card with the library shot is shown 
above. 


CORSE OF FRANKENSTEIN was a disap- 
pointment to me only because the mon- 
ster was okay but he didn't look like 
Frankenstein to me. I didn't realize 
all the legal mumbo jumbo involved in 
putting out a Frankenstein movie. But 
with HORROR OF DRACULA ,we met a Dracula 
who looked like a Dracula and was pre- 
sented in full color yet! Certain mov- 
ies belong in black and white and cer- 
tain movies belong in color and Hammer's 
Dracula was certainly one of those made 
for color. 
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Invasion of the saucer-men is another 
novie from our friends at American 
International Pictures and featured 
space monsters created by 50 's monster 
maker, Paul Blaisdell. This black and 
white film was released in 1957. It 
is considered by some people a bad 
sci-fi comedy but it's really a clas- 
sic 50' s good/bad monster movie. The 
■ovie was directed by Edward L. Cahn, 
scripted by Robert J. Gurney, Jr. and 

»1 Martin and produced by James H. Nic- 

holson and Robert J. Gurney Jr., exec- 
utive producer was Samuel Z. Arkoff. 

A book aovor with the title "A 

true story of a flying saucer" opens 
and its lightning and thundering on 
a Saturday night in Hicksburg. The 
story takes place mostly in a wooded 
lovers lane area near Larkin's (Ray- 
mond Hatton) farm. Joe Gruen (Frank 
Gorshin) sees a flying saucer land in 
the wooded area and returns to his 
apartment to wake up and tell his 
friend and roommate, Artie (Lyn Os- 
Dome ) about the flashing loud craft 
that he saw land. Of course Art 
doesn't believe him and goes back to 
sleep. Meanwhile, Johnny (Steve Ter- 
rell) and Joan (Gloria Castills) are 
passing near old man Larkin's farm 
and turn off their headlights to avoid 
the buckshot from Larkin. They sud- 
denly hit one of the saucer-men and 
stop the car to investigate. Both are 
very concerned and scared by the in- 
cident and when Joan sees the mini 
green monster, she screams. They get 
ready to hop into the car to go inform 
the police and don't notice that the 
hand of the creature has detached it- 
self from the body. The hand crawls 
toward the car aided by an eye that 
has opened on it. Large needle-like 
nails pop out of the hand and pokes 
holes in the tire of the car. The 
teenage couple head out on foot to 
phone the police from Larkin's farm- 
house. or course, the police don't 
believe the kids about the little green 
man. Larkin returns to his house and 
chases the kids out. 

Joe stumbles across the car and the 
dead saucer-man. He then drives to 
Larkin's house to phone Art. Art is 
woken from his sleep by Joe and begins 
cleaning out the refrigerator per Joe's 
instruction. Art wakes up completely 
and realizes what he is doing, he de- 
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cides to go back to sleep, 
sees Joe leave and calls the police to 
get the kids off his property. 

Joe returns to the car to find the 
dead saucerman gone but he's confront- 
ed by two live saucermen. A saucerman 
attacks and jabs Joe with their needle 
nails. The fluid shot into him is al- 
cohol and this combined with the alco- 
hol he already has in him is fatal. 

Johnny and Joan walk back to their 
car and see four saucermen and one 
pounding the car bumper with a crazy 
hammer. They leave and head for the 
highway but see the police are coming 
so they head back for the car. The 
police have Johnny blow up a balloon 
because he keeps asking about the lit- 
tle green man. Johnny and Joan smell 
of alcohol because of their contact 
with the creature. The kids are taken

in front of the car to frame the kids. 
Meanwhile, the army has found the 
space craft. After getting no reply 
to their attempt at communications, 
the soldiers use blow torches and 
succeed in blowing up the saucer. 

Johnny and Joan escape with a police 
car while the police go outside to 
try and see what the explosion is 
about. The teenagers head back to the 
woods to investigate. While the kids 
walk around the woods, the hand crawls 
into the police car. They return to 

the car and decide to drive to the 
point to get help from the other kids. 
The severed claw, with needles drippin* 
with alcohol, almost stabs Joan in the 
neck. But, they manage to escape and 
trap the hand in the car. After some 
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thought, they decide that the only 
person who will believe them is Joe's 
roommate. They convince Art and he 
grabs a camera, a gun and gets dressed. 

Back in the woods, a saucer-man 
seets LaiKln’s bull in combat and dies. 
(There are some nice photos of this 
scene on page 50 of the COLOR COLLECT- 
ORS GOIDE to Horror, Science Fiction 
and Fantasy Movie Posters and Lobby 
Cards magazine # 1 . ) 

Art, Joan and Johnny hop into Joan's 
car, Elvis, but the battery is dead so 
they have to push start it. 

The military proceed to clean up and 
cover up the incident as a jet crash. 

The trio get to the police car but 
can't see the hand through the window. 
Johnny turns on the car lights on so 
they can find the claw. Art gets 
ready to take a picture but the hand 
disintegrates. They get back into the 
car but it won't start again. Saucer- 
sen start coming at them from the bush. 
Art shoots at them without results. 

Joan suggests using the car spotlight 
which does scare them away. Because 
of the low battery the spotlight quick- 


ly dies out. A saucerman gets Art and 
the kids use the flash of the camera 
to escape. 

Johnny and Joan call the police from 
Larkin's farm but find out they are no 
longer wanted. Joe Gruen was killed 
by an overdose of alcohol. The police 
won't help them! The kids decide to 
get help from the other teenagers at 
the point. A caravan of cars head 
toward the area the monsters were last 
seen in. The cars surround the creat- 
ures and turn on their headlights. The 
space monsters blow up and no evidence 
is left. Joe is found drunk but alive 
but of course he doesn't remember a 
thing. Farmer Larkin arrives shooting 
his rifle and yelling at the kids to 
get off his property ... "You got my bull

get a muddy copy of the film from a 
fellow collector. Actually I now have 
two copies of the movie but one is 
missing the title copy and both are 
pretty muddy. Any way, I've watched the 
film at least 6 times plus one time 
very closely while writing this art- 
icle. RCA/COLUMBIA is suppose to be 
releasing the movie on video .very soon. 
I've been on the look out for it a var- 
ious video stores and look forward to 
owning a good copy of this classic 50 's 
monster movie. 

For those of you who have never seen 
the movie or haven't seen it on TV in 
years, the story goes something like 
this . . . . 

A nine million dollar satellite is 
being prepared to be shot into space. 
Dr. Tom Anderson (Lee Van Cleef ) ar- 
rives to warn the other scientists 
not to launch the satellite because 
other planets want to keep earth in 
its place. The last attempt to launch 
a satellite ended up in an explosion. 
The new satellite is launched success- 
fully . 

Three months pass... Dr. Paul Nelson 
(Peter Graves) and his wife, Joan (Sal- 
ly Fraser) are having dinner at Dr. 
Anderson and his wife Claire's (Bev- 
erly Garland) house. Tom shows Paul 
his radio that is tuned into Venus 
and starts to explain the humming 


voice. The phone rings and Paul is 
informed that the satellite has shot 
off into space out of it's orbit. 
Within an hour the satellite goes .to 
Venus to pick up its passenger and 
returns to its proper orbit. 

The next day an attempt is made to 
bring the satellite down to find out 
what went wrong. The satellite comes 
down but not in the control of the 
government scientists.

EERIE MAGAZINE 
THE FIRST YEAR

W r Warren Publishing released FAMOUS 
MONSTERS OF FILMLAND # 1 in February 
1958, no one could of guessed how far 
Warren was to go in the field of horror. 
FAMOUS MONSTERS was formed after Jim 
Warren had run a monster/imagi-movie 
special in his AFTER HOURS magazine, 
a failing "Gentleman's magazine." The 
article was called "Screamoscope Is 
Here!" and formed the style that was 
to become FAMOUS MONSTERS. 

In 1964, six years after releasing 
FAMOUS MONSTERS # 1 , Warren expanded 
his line in a new direction. It was 
CREEPY, a black and white, magazine- 
sized, anthological horror comic. 

CREEPY # 1 was Warren's beginning at- 
tempt to fill the void left by the de- 
mise of the E.C. horror line. CREEPY 
came complete with surprise twist-end- 
ings and a wise-cracking host, who 
resembles a hybrid of the old E.C. 
horror hosts and Rocky Horror's Riff- 
Raff. 

Less than a year later in September 
■65, Warren put together EERIE # 1. 

The first issue had a very limited 
run and was a rush job made up of 
CREEPY reprints, due to copyright pro- 
blems over the title Eerie. Cousin 
Eerie is not even in his own magazine's 
first issue! Although small (measuring 
only x 5^), it represented Jim War- 
ren's growing commitment to the horror 
comic genre. Within six months, EERIE 
# 2 (March '66) was regular-sized and 
on the open market, complete with its 
host, Cousin Eerie, a short, chubby, 
pun-spouting ghoul ! 


mutual art- i 
ists, writers, and editors most of the 
time, the main difference between the 
two magazines was that eerie o££orod 
serial stories and a wider range of 
material. While CREEPY was a straight- 
forward horror line, EERIE'S stories 
ranged from sci-fi to strange social- 
ly relevant stories and had many pop- 
ular (and unpopular) mini-series stars. 
Hunter and the Rook series were a few 
of the more popular series. The Rook 
was later given his own title, but it 
ended after fourteen issues. By 1969, 
EERIE and CREEPY were doing well en- 
ough for Warren to add another title 
to its line, VAMPIRELLA. 

Cousin Eerie and his fellow Warren 
hosts had incredible guests in the 
creative department, the list of art- 
ists and writers read like a comic 
celebrities list... Steve Ditko, Ken 
Kelly, Neil Adams, Gene Colan, Wally 
Wood, Alex Toth, Archie Goodwin, Frank 
Frazetta, Basil Gogos, Bill Warren, 

Doug Moench, Dan Adkins, Marv Wolfman, 
the list goes on and on. Throughout 
EERIE'S eighteen year run, the cast 
of writers and artists included many 
of the great and soon-to-be-great tal- 
ents of the industry. 

After 139 issues (as well as three 
yearbooks. .. '70, '71, '72), EERIE 
ended along with the rest of the War- 
ren line in 1983. The following is 
an issue by issue, story by story 
checklist of EERIE'S First Year.

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Thanks to Bevell/Monogram , inexpen- 
sive monster models are back. It's 
great news for collectors and model- 
ers to be able to pickup these clas- 
sic models once again. The retail 
price is in the 9-10 dollar range. 

With the nice selection but high 
price of some of today's monster 
models these affordable models 
should be a welcome sight to both 

the beginning modeler and the ad- 
vanced collector who can purchase 
two of each, one to build and one 
to keep mint in the box. 

The models this time around are 

molded in colorful fluorescent plastic 
in wild neon colors that are part of 
the Luminators line of models. Other 
models in this line include funny 
cars, racers, tanks and ships and 

neon flyers. 

Frankonctoin , Dracula , Wolf man and 
the Mummy are the four neon monsters 
released so far. Although the pic- 
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tures on the boxes look different 
than the original Aurora models, upon 
inspection of the actual models, it 
looks like the same molds were used. 
Frankenstein is molded in neon orange, 
both Dracula and the Wolfman are mold- 
ed in neon green and the Mummy is 
molded in neon pink. Under a black 
light these transparent models are 
said to actually glow! They need 
no painting and only require glue 
that is not included with the kits. 
But, I don't see why you couldn't 
paint these models if you wanted to.
